Properly trained scientific minds com­ 
prise the human dy namo to power the pres­ 
ent vastly complicated technology , wheth-j 
er for war or for peace.

However, it is in this area, as 
contrasted with applied science, that the 
supply in this country is the shortest, and 
there is reason why : So are the rewards.

What has taken him from Stalin and re ­ 
turned him to Uncle Sam is largely this: 
. .in our own country , there has been, 
within the last ten y ears, certainly within 
the war period, a very great increase in 
the rate of acceleration of im provem ent in 
race relations. There has been a very dis­ 
tinct step forward in race relations, a 
greater understanding of the 
n e e d for 
greater dem ocracy for the Negro people, 
and then the recent Supreme Court deci­ 
sions, which bolstered up the right to vote, 
the right to travel, and so on, have given 
m e great heart and great confidence 
in 
the potentialities of what we can do h e re .” 
It is this question of race relations that 
is uppermost in his mind. It seems to be 
all that he can think of when he thinks of 
America. In a word, no m atter what else 
is accomplished in American life, nothing

It is interesting that sno ring usu­ 
ally do es no t keep the o ne who 
snores awake, but is surely mo st 
disturbing to o ther peo ple who 
may be aro und. 
It has been estimated tha t 
about o ne o ut o f ev ery eight per­ 
so ns sno res and, therefo re, sno r­ 
ing sho uld no t be co nsidered a 
triv ial matter, because quite a 
number o f peo ple hav e their sleep 
disturbed by it. 
Amo unt of Noise 
Many studies hav e been made 
to determine the amo unt o f no ise 
a person who sno res can pro duce. 
A well-tuned sno rer, it ha s been 
found, can sno re with a so und 
equal to the v o lume o f a no isy 
business office or busy street. And 
an ex tra go o d sno rer can hit the 
equiv alent o f heav y diesel truck 
traffic. It has been sho wn tha t 
so unds o f this ty pe can increase 
the blood pressure and muscle 
tensio n o f nearby sleepers and 
awaken them. 
The actual cause o f sno ring is 
usually the fluttering or v ibrat­ 
ing of the uv ula, which is a bit o f 
tissue which hangs lo o sely in the 
thro at o f all perso ns. Other lo o se 
portions o f the thro at may also 
co ntribute to sno ring. 
Air Causes Flapping 
When air is drawn into the 
mo uth in breathing, it causes 
these loose tissues to flap against 
the o ther tissues of the thro at, 
giv ing so unds similar to a musical 
instrument, but no t as melodious. 
When air is drawn into the m outh 
and no se at the same time, the 
sound is usually greater 


drinking, too much o v erweight or 
allergic diseases can increase the 
sno ring. Also, any thing tha t in­ 
duces mo uth breathing is partly 
to blame fo r increased sno ring. 
Then there are certain no se dis­ 
eases, such as poly ps or a dev iated 
septum, which may also be at 
fault.

be found. It is believ ed that o v er­ 
work, fatigue, or poor health may 
be causes in so me o f these cases.

the neck will help reliev e the 
sno ring, but probably will no t 
sto p it all to gether. Vario us co l­ 
lars hav e been dev ised to reliev e 
sno ring and v ario us ty pes o f de­ 
v ices that ho ld perso ns in no n­ 
sno ring po sitio ns are o n the mar­ 
ket. A rubber ball with a clip fo r 
easy fastening to the pajama to p 
is also a current dev ice which 
prevents the sno rer fro m sleeping 
o n his back and thus sto ps the 
sno ring. Chin straps and v ario us 
o ther gadgets are also on the 
market. But, as a rule, these do 
no t seem to do much In many 
cases. 
Therefo re, any bo dy who sno res 
sho uld hav e a tho ro ugh phy sical 
ex aminatio n 
to 
determine 
if 
there are any causes tha t may 
po ssibly be cured medically , or a t 
least helped, in order to prev ent 
or lessen the sno ring.

w a s h ing t o n lb- N o one could 
in fairness expect President Eisen­ 
hower, 
in 
his 
less 
than 
three 
months in office, to produce any 
sensations in the cold war with 
Russia or the hot war in Korea. 
He has produced none, and can 
point to some obvious reasons. In 
Korea, 
for 
instance, 
where 
the 
troops have been tied down by 
winter, the warmer weather which 
permits larger maneuver is only 
just arriving. 
The Communists could forestall 
any boid plans the President has, 
ii he has any, by demonstrating 
they seriously want peace and hon­ 
estly agreeing to settlements in 
Korea and elsewhere. 
No doubt they could forestall him 
for months or longer by pretending 
to want settlements. He would w ant 
to exhaust every reasonable means 
before going further. That may be 
one of their reasons for talking 
peace now. 
But if the Communists play it 
phony it's anybody’s guess who the 
winner 
will 
be. 
By 
pretending 
peace is close and possible* they 
might kid the Allies into slowing 
down armaments while they built 
up their own strength. 
But if the Communists lost their 
own momentum during prolonged 
discussions while the Allies kept 
on arming, no matter how close 
peace 
seemed, 
the 
West 
might 
have the edge. 
Eisenhower has not taken any 
publicly known steps which are 
basically different from the stra-! 
tegy and programs laid down in 
the 
Truman-Achcson 
“ contain­ 
ment" policy so roundly criticized 
by ^ Republicans in the campaign. 
But Secretary of State 
Dulles 
recently claimed a strong position 
taken by the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration was partly the cause of 
the Communist peace moves. 
He cited ( I) Eisenhower's order 
to the Seventh Fleet off Formosa, 
put 
there 
by 
former 
President 
Truman, to let Chiang Kai-shek 
attack the Chinese mainland; ( 2) 
a joint French-American warning 
to the Communists not to start new J 
Asian attacks; (3) the building up 
of South Korean forces, which was 
being done under Truman; and (4) 
plans to increase aid to Indochina,! 
an aid program which had been 
carried out under Truman. 
Chiang 
had 
been 
raiding 
the 
mainland in a small way while the 
fleet was in Formosan waters. No 
sizable Chiang raids have been re­ 
ported since the order. This was 
no surprise, since it was under­ 
stood he needed more time and 
help before he could be much be- 


* yond a nuisance to the mainland 
■■ Communists. 
The joint French-American warn- 
| ing might be considered new. But 
I the rest of what Dulles cited was 
| simply addition to the policy laid 
down and carried out under the 
| Truman administration. 
It’s possible the points he men­ 
tioned were factors in inducing the 
Communists to talk peace, even if 
they never go beyond mumbling 
about it. It s also possible they had 
other and more compelling reasons, 
not now known 
But one fact is clear: The Rus­ 
sians and after them the Chinsee 
have started a peace offensive. 
Dulles has 
repeatedly 
empha­ 
sized the importance of psycholog­ 
ical warfare against the Commu­ 
nists, 
the kind that would 
win 
this country friends and push the 
Communists into a position of not 
knowing what to expect next. 
But 
the Communists 
by 
their 
sudden peace talks may be playing 
Dulles at his own game, a game 
which he can hardly claim to have 
developed very far yet. By their 
new tactics the Communists are 
having the psychological effect of 
keeping the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration guessing.

U P - 'The greatest 
share of the responsibility for cut­ 
ting

traffic 
accidents 
on 
Ohio’s streets and highways must 
be borne by the state’s drivers 
and pedestrians. 


There were an estimated 500.000 
iraffic accidents in Ohio during 
1952, result int, in death for 2,013 
persons. Of the total number of 
deaths, 
972 
were 
killed 
on 
the 
state's highways while the balance 
were killed in cities or on other 
rural roads. 
Considering wages, medical ex­ 
penses, cost of insurance and pro­ 
perty damage, these accidents re­ 
sulted in an estimated economic 
loss of approximately 200 million 
dollars. 
Adding to the problem of control 
trolling 
traffic 
accidents 
is 
the 
steadily increasing number of autos 
and drivers on the highway. There 
are approximately 3 Vi million li­ 
censed drivers m*Ohio today and 
almost that many registered motor I 
vehicles using the streets and high­ 
ways. 
The chief cause of accidents is 


excessive speed according to statis­ 
tics compiled from the accidents 
investigated by the highway patrol. 
During 1952, officers reported over 
12,000 of the 27.482 accidents on the 
highways were caused by excessive 
speed. 


Excessive speed does not neces­ 
sarily 
mean 
keeping within 
the 


limits 
set 
down 
by law. 
Many 
times driving conditions demand 
that dryers cut their speed far 
below that normally permitted on 
a certain stretch of highway. To 
emphasize this point, the patrol 
points out that 8.333 of the vio­ 
lations discovered at the scene of 
accidents in 1952 came under “ ex­ 
cessive 
speed 
for 
conditions.’ 
Less than 4,000 were for exceeding 
the legal speed limit. 
Second major cause of accidents 
on the rural state highways in Ohio 
during 1952 was driving on the 
wrong side of the road. Of the 
more than 27,000 accidents 
last 
year, 4.173 were caused by driving 
to the left of the center of the 
road. The unusual factor of these 
violations is that investigation in 
many cases showed there was no 
apparent reason for the driver to

How Is Young Codger Turning 76 
, To Save Jelly Beans For Old Age?

NEW YORK NP — The most 
youthful - talking, 
independent- 
minded fellow in town today is a 
75-year-old gent who drags down 
about $75,000 a year, wears 
a 
blue beret and a monocle and 
likes to munch jelly beans. 
He 
is 
Charles 
Coburn, 
the 
sprightly dean of a place called 
Hollywood, which sometimes has 
^ 
been described as seven villages 
in search of a town and a third 
dimension. 
Charlie has acted in 400 plays 
and 53 pictures, and he has play­ 
ed so many old codger roles his 
face is 
perhaps better known 
across America than Whistler’s 
mother or the fan on a $2 bill. 
Off screen. Charlie Is definitely 
a 
young 
codger 
indeed, 
with 
spring in his step and summer in 
his heart. No studio has ever 
been able to chain him to a long­ 
term contract. 
“ I like to be free to do what I 
like.” he chatted. On the table 
before him were a bunch of jelly 
beans. On his desk was a maga­ 
zine called, ‘‘Lifetime Living—for 
People Who Plan Ahead.” 
Coburn started his movie car- 
' 
eer in 1937 after the death of his 
♦ wife, with whom he had toured 
for 32 years The two once play­ 
ed in the old Coburn Theater, 
which now stands shuttered and 
dark on W. 63rd St. 
‘‘No, I won’t go by to look at 
it,” he said. ‘‘It would only make 
me feel sad.’ 
Charlie doesn’t believe in look­ 
ing back or letting yourself feel 
blue and lonely. He always wants 
to try something new. Recently 
a he finished 
his latest 
picture, 
w ‘‘Trouble Along the Way,” and is 
looking forward to attending his 
first Kentucky Derby. 
He learned to drive a sulky at 
70, fell in love with horses, and 
now owns a stable of top trotters 
and pacers. He spends the sum­ 
mer touring the state fair circuit 
with them. 
‘The horses are more than a 
hobby,” he said. ‘‘I ll make mon- 
ey on tjiem this year. 
“ A horse is different from a 
woman. You can’t buy his affec­ 
tion and he always remembers 
you. I can go to a field and call 
one of my horses I haven’t seen 
for a year—and he’ll come run­ 
ning for a kiss and a lump of 
sugar.” 
Charlie's favorite vices besides 
jelly beans are cigars, 
liquor, 
poker and gin ru m m y -a ll prac- 
■ ticed in moderation. This is his 
* philosophy after 63 years 
on­ 
stage: 
‘‘Don’t worry. Don’t fear death. 


Don't over-eat, over drink, don't 
take violent exercise, don’t over­ 
indulge in anything. My single ex­ 
ception is dancing. I can dance 
ail night with a good partner.” - 
And Charlie added, his eyes 
tw inkling: 
‘‘I have no morals, and I don't 
moralize.” 
The phone rang then, and Co­ 
burn 
stared 
balefully 
at 
it 
through his monocle and said 
witheringly, ‘‘point killer!” 
Charlie once was known as the 
world’s highest paid actor be­ 
cause he got $10,000 for saying a 
single line. 
‘‘I’ve forgotten the line now,” 
he remarked. ‘‘It wasn’t one for 
the ages.” 
Another time he got $15,000 for 
a single movie scene that the 
public never saw. Charlie was 
paid $10,000 for it, bet the direc­ 
tor another $5,000 it would be cut 
from the film. It was. 
A long life has left Coburn with 
only two more goals. 
‘‘A man has to be careful not 
to start repeating himself,” he 
said. ‘‘So I 
would 
like to do 
something I have never done be­ 
fore in the theater — anything 
fresh, bright, and new. And 
I 
would like to see the 16th amend­ 
ment to the Constitution repeal­ 
ed.” 
That amendment is the one that 
created 
the 
income tax, 
and 
whenever Charlie talks about it 
the eye behind his monocle sees 
red. Looks red, too. How’s a spry 
young guy turning 76 ever going 
to pile up any jelly beans for his 
old age?

Other factors, too, have inhibited the de­ 
velopm ent of technicians in larger num­ 
bers. Financial inability of universities to 
expand expensive laboratory facilities, ef­ 
fects of the draft in siphoning off potential 
scientists, and confusions attendant upon 
the “ secrecy” of the atom ic energy pro­ 
gram have all played a part. 
But at the heart of the problem, con­ 
tends the science foundation, is the simple 
econom ic 
fact that pure science doesn’t 
pay. This is an urgent problem to which 
a clear-cut solution must be found.

Of course, it is understood that the 
gentlem an can be none other than Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower going to his inaugur­ 
ation in a homburg instead of the hitherto 
conventional silk topper, with a com plais­ 
ant Trum an beside him helping to set the 
fashion. 
From Danbury, Conn., still 
“ the hat 
city,’’ a leading manufacturer brings word 
that this presidential gesture will have the 
effect of a 15 per cent increase in Fall hat 
sales, with homburgs in three major styles 
in the van. 
Alm ost vanished is the spiritual descend­ 
ant of cavaliers, who doffs his chapeau to 
ladies of his acquaintance. A glance at the 
sleek, undented $15 and $20 headgear in 
train, bus or on the street shows their 
proud possessors cherish their hats more 
for ornament than for manners. An index 
finger to the hat b r i m suffices for a salute. 
In the good old days of “ iron hats” no 
m an w as afraid to tip a derby. 


Some people live negative lives. T h e y 


must oppose or be opposed; they never see 
the strength of a w ay of life, only its weak- ; 
nesses. Nothing is altogether perfect in j 
anything on Earth; yet all that m atters to 
them arc the imperfections. And when they 
finally discover that the faults they have 
overemphasized are not tremendous m at­ 
ters, only the natural reactions of hum ans 
who ai;e not gods, they are 
shocked 
by 
their discoveries. 
Langston Hughes is a poet of the Negro 
race who gained a large m easure of praise 
and condemnation foi his poetry. Like so 
many of the intellectuals of the 1930’s, he 
moved into the Communist milieu. Now he 
is one of us again. 
But what excites him is not our funda­ 
mental justice, or the regard for the indi­ 
vidual in our Constitution, or the wonderful 
philosophy of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, or our high standards of life, or our 
achievem ents over 300 years on this conti­ 
nent. 
What has taken him from Stalin and re­ 
turned him to Uncle Sam is largely this: 
“ . . .in our own country, there has been, 
within the last ten years, certainly within 
the war period, a very great increase in 
the rate of acceleration of im provem ent in 
race relations. There has been a very dis­ 
tinct step forward in race relations, a 
greater understanding of the n e e d for 
greater dem ocracy for the Negro people, 
and then the recent Supreme Court deci­ 
sions, which bolstered up the right to vote, 
the right to travel, and so on, have given 
m e great heart and great confidence in 
the potentialities of what we can do here.” j 
It is this question of race relations that 
is uppermost in his mind. It seem s to be 
all that he can think of when he thinks of 
America. In a word, no matter what else 
is accom plished in American life, nothing 
counts but what the Negro believes is the 
attitude of the whites toward him. 
I do not altogether blam e L a n g s t o n 
Hughes for this narrow point of view. It is 
a product of 20 years of a decided effort 
to fragm ent our people into mutually hat­ 
ing groups. By this theory of divide and 
conquer, the politicians anticipated that 
i they could win elections. This m isery is 
still with us in m any parts of the country, 


I particularly in the large cities of the North, 
where elections are won on every kind of 
an issue that is alien to the United States. 
Often city elections are won by an attitude 
toward events in Europe or Asia. 
For instance. Roy Cohn, chief counsel 
for the McCarthy Committee, 
a s k e d 
Hughes: 
“Have you received any disillusionment 
recently, concerning the treatm ent of m i­ 
norities bv the Soviet Union?” 
And Hughes replied: 
“Well, the evidence in the press—I have 
not been there (in R ussia), of course, m y­ 
self—indicating persecution and t e r r o r 
against the Jew ish people, has been very 
appaling to m e.” 
What about the Lithuanians. Poles, Tran­ 
sylvanians, Hungarians, etc., etc.? P erse­ 
cution, genocide, m ass murders, enforced 
m ass migrations have been going on 
in 
many parts of the Soviet empire s i n c e 
1920. Millions of Ukrainians, for instance, 
were starved to death to m ake Stalin’s first 
Five Year Plan a success. That s h o u l d 
have m ade an im pression upon Langston 
Hughes even while he was in the party. 
Have not Ukrainians as much rea/fcri to 
live as anybody else?

Physical Check-Up Advised 
For the Person Who Snores 


By HIRMAN H. Btl MOI SEN, M.O. 
ONE of the m ost disturbing dis­ 
orders th at can occur is snoring. 
It is interesting that snoring usu­ 
ally does not keep the one who 
snores awake, but is surely m ost 
disturbing to other people who 
m ay be around. 
It has been estim ated th at 
about one out of every eight per­ 
sons snores and, therefore, snor­ 
ing should not be considered a 
trivial m atter, because quite a 
number of people have their sleep 
disturbed by it. 
Amount of Noise 
Many studies have been made 
to determ ine the am ount of noise 
a person who snores can produce. 
A w ell-tuned snorer, It h as been 
found, can snore w ith a sound 
equal to th e volume of a noisy 
business office or busy street. And 
an extra good snorer can hit the 
equivalent of heavy diesel truck 
traffic. It has been shown th a t 
sounds of this type can increase 
the blood pressure and muscle 
tension of nearby sleepers and 
awaken them . 
The actu al cause of snoring is 
usually the fluttering or v ib rat­ 
ing of the uvula, which is a bit of 
tissue w hich hangs loosely in the 
throat of all persons. Other loose 
portions of the throat may aiso 
contribute to snoring. 
Air Ca ogee Flapping 
When air is drawn into the 
mouth in breathing, it causes 
these loose tissues to flap a gainst 
the other tissues of the throat, 
giving sounds sim ilar to a m usical 
instrum ent, but not as melodious. 
When air is drawn into the m o uth 
and nose at the sam e tim e, the 
sound is usually greater. 
Too m uch sm oking, too m uch 


drinking, too m uch overw eight or 
allergic diseases can increase the 
snoring. Also, a n y th in g th a t In­ 
duces m outh b reath in g is partly 
to blame for Increased snoring. 
T h en there are c ertain nose dis­ 
eases, such as polyps or a deviated 
septum , which m ay also be at 
fault. 
However, In a certain num ber 
of cases of snoring, no definite 
disease of the nose or th ro a t can 
be found. It is believed th a t over­ 
work, fatigue, or poor h e a lth m ay 
be causes in some of these cases. 
Anti-Snore Devices 
Sometimes 
sleeping 
w ith 
a 
sm all pillow u n d e r th e nape of 
th e neck will help relieve the 
snoring, but probably will no t 
stop it all together. Various col­ 
lars have been devised to relieve 
snoring and various types of de- 
j vices th a t hold persons In n o n ­ 
snoring positions are on the m a r ­ 
ket. A rubber ball w ith a clip for 
easy fastening to th e p a ja m a top 
is also a c u rre n t device w hich 
prevents the snorer from sleeping 
on his back a n d th u s stops the 
snoring. Chin stra p s a n d various 
oth er gadgets are also on the 
m arket. But, as a rule, these do 
n o t seem to do m u c h in m any 
cases. 
Therefore, anybody who snores 
should have a th o ro u g h physical 
exam ination 
to 
d eterm in e 
if 
there are an y causes th a t m ay 
possibly be cured medically, or a t 
least helped, In o rder to prevent 
or lessen th e snoring.

He has produced none, and can 
point to some obvious reasons, In 
Korea, 
for 
Instance, 
where 
the 
troops have been tied down by 
winter, the warmer weather which 
permits larder maneuver is only 
just arriving. 
The Communists could forestall 
any bold plans the President has, 
ii he has any. by demonstrating 
they seriously want peace and hon­ 
estly agreeing to settlements in 
Korea and elsewhere. 
No doubt they could forestall him 
for months or longer by pretending 
to want settlements. He would want 
to exhaust every reasonable means 
before going further. That may be 
one of their reasons for talking 
peace now. 
But if the Communists play it 
phony it's anybody’s guess who the 
winner 
will 
be. 
By 
pretending 
peace is close and possible* they 
might kid the Allies into slowing 
down armaments while they built 
up their own strength. 
But if the Communists lost their 
own momentum during prolonged 
discussions while the Allies kept 
on arming, no matter how close 
peace 
seemed, 
the 
West 
might 
have the edge. 
Eisenhower has not taken any 
publicly known steps which are 
basically different from the stra­ 
tegy and programs laid down in 
the 
Truman-Acheson 
“ contain­ 
ment'’ policy so roundly criticized 
by ^Republicans in the campaign. 
But Secretary of State 
Dulles 
recently claimed a strong position 
taken by the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration was partly the cause of 
the Communist peace moves. 
He cited ( I) Eisenhower’s order 
to the Seventh Fleet off Formosa, 
put 
there 
by 
former 
President 
Truman, to let Chiang Kai-shek 
attack the Chinese mainland; (2) 
a joint French-American warning 
to the Communists not to start new 
Asian attacks; (3) the building up 
of South Korean forces, which was 
being done under Truman; and (4) 
plans to increase aid to Indochina, 
an aid program which had been 
carried out under Truman. 
Chiang 
had 
been 
raiding 
the 
mainland in a small way while the 
fleet was in Formosan waters. No 
sizable Chiang raids have been re­ 
ported since the order. This was 
no surprise, since it was under­ 
stood he needed more time and 
help before he could be much be­ 


yond a nuisance to the mainland 
Communists. 
The joint French American warn­ 
ing might be considered new. But 
the rest of what Dulles cited was 
simply addition to the policy laid 
down and carried out under the 
Truman administration. 
If s possible the points he men­ 
tioned were factors in inducing the 
Communists to talk peace, even if 
they never go beyond mumbling 
about it. It's also possible they had 
other and more compelling reasons, 
not now known 
But one fact is clear: The Rus­ 
sians and after them the Chinsee 
have started a peace offensive. 
Dulles has 
repeatedly 
empha­ 
sized the importance of psycholog­ 
ical warfare against the Commu­ 
nists, 
the kind that 
would 
win 
this country friends and push the 
Communists into a position of not 
knowing what to expect next. 
But 
the Communists 
by 
their 
sudden peace talks may be playing 
Dulles at his own game, a game 
which he can hardly claim to have 
developed very far yet. By their 
new tactics the Communists are 
having the psychological effect of 
keeping the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration guessing.

State Highway Patrol Chief 
Pleading For More Safety 


By COL. G E O R G E M IN G LE

COLUM BUS, O. to—The greatest 
share of the responsibility for cut­ 
ting 
down 
traffic 
accidents 
on 
Ohio’s streets and highways must 
be borne by the state's drivers 
and pedestrians. 


There were an estimated 500,000 
traffic accidents in Ohio during 
1952. resulting in death for 2,013 
persons. Of the total number of 
deaths, 972 
were 
killed 
on the 
state's highways while the balance 
were killed in cities or on other 
rural roads. 
Considering wages, medical ex­ 
penses. cost of insurance and pro­ 
perty damage, these accidents re­ 
sulted in an estimated economic 
loss of approximately 200 million 
dollars. 
Adding to the problem of control 
trolling traffic 
accidents 
is 
tho 
steadily increasing number of autos 
and drivers on the highway. There 
are approximately 3lg million li­ 
censed drivers in«Ohio today and 
almost that many regiNtered motor 
vehicles using the streets and high- 
! ways. 
The chief cause of accidents is 


excessive speed according to statis­ 
tics compiled from the accidents j 
investigated by the highway patrol. 
During 1952, officers reported over 
12.000 of the 27.482 accidents on the 
highways were caused by excessive 
speed. 


Excessive speed does not neces­ 
sarily 
mean 
keeping within the 


limits 
set 
down 
by law. 
Many 
times driving conditions demand 
that d ic e rs cut their speed far 
below' that normally permitted on 
a certain stretch of highway. To 
emphasize 
this point, the patrol 
points out that 8.333 of the vio­ 
lations discovered at the scene of 
accidents in 1952 came under “ ex­ 
cessive 
speed 
for 
conditions.” 
Less than 4.000 were for exceeding 
the legal speed limit. 
Second major cause of accidents 
on the rural state highways in Ohio 
during 
1952 was driving on the 
wrong 
side 
of the road. Of the 
more than 27.000 accidents 
last 
year, 4,173 were caused by driving 
to the 
left of the center of the 
road. The unusual factor of these 
violations is that investigation in 
many eases showed there was no 
apparent reason for the driver to 


be on the wrong side of the road. 
Follow ing close behind speed and 
driving to the left of the center 
of the highway were these viola­ 
tions discovered at accidents dur­ 
ing 1952; following too close 3.980; 
failure to yield right of way to 
vehicle 2.834, and improper pass­ 
e s other than on a curve or hill 
2,253. 
Also high among the violations 
which caused accidents are dis-1 


regard of traffic signals and fail-1 


ure to obey stop signs. 
Traffic 
signal violations in 1952 discovered 
while investigating accidents total-! 
led 333. Patrol officers found 921 
persons involved in accidents fail­ 
ed to obey stop signs warnings. 
Drinking drivers also play an im ­ 
portant part in the cause of acci­ 
dents Drivers who were obviously 
drunk or had been drinking were 
involved in almost 6,000 of the 
27.482 accidents investigated by the 
patrol 
Of the 811 fatal accidents 


202 involved drivers who were un­ 
der the influence of alcohol. 
While statistics play a major part 
in 
helping 
cut 
down 
accidents 
since they help set the enforce­ 
ment policy, the real answer to 
halting accidents is with the driver 
and pedestrian. Each must assume 
his 
responsibility. 
Accidents 
are 
caused, they don’t just happen.

For Deflation

NEW YOUK OB—Metals prices 
often are the last to take the down 
road. But when they do they often 
go surprisingly fast and far. 
j o today businessmen are watch 
in& the shifts in 
metals prices 
closely to see if they will put the 
official confirmation on the end of! 
inflation and the start of deflation, 
s » long expected. 
And 
consumers 
watch 
metal 
prices because they affect a long 
list of things frum cars, house-, 
hold 
appliances, 
tin 
cans 
and 
fences to safety pins. 
£ h o picture so far is far from 
clearcut. Today we find lead and 
zinc prices weak. Tin prices are 
skidding 
spectacularly. 
Copper 
prices have slip ped from the post- 
decontrol peak and further drops 
are freely predicted in the trade 
for later this year. But at the same 
time steel executives are thum p­ 
ing tho drums for a price hike in 
that basic metal. 
Demand for most of the metals 
hifr remained high. But supplies 
have been increasing. And foreign 
producers can no longer call the 
tune as they have since the start 
of the Korean War. Now foreign 
speculators are beginning to un­ 
load—partly 
as 
a result 
of 
the 
Kremlin's peace talk. 
Steel executives feel that their 
metal has the brightest prospect 
just now of staying in high de­ 
mand for months to come. Their 
o iP u t in the first three months of 
1953 set a record of 28.981,137 tons, 
up 7 per cent from the previous 
year. 
Benjamin F. Fairless, chairm an 
of U. S. Steel, says shrinking pro­ 
fits the last 12 years due to govern­ 
ment controls and rising taxes has 
given the industry a case of "fi­ 
nancial 
malnutrition” 
which 
it 
m ust quickly move to correct. 
IL T. Weir, chairm an of National 
SttTi, says prices are too low and 
must be raised if the industry is 
to attract more investors and be 
ready for further expansion. 
While 
observers 
are 
debating 
how' any possible steel price hike 
could be made to stick if the gen­ 
eral economy should go into the 
decline some arc predicting, they 
sec a different im m ediate picture 
in some other metals.

4. Be firm —even though it may 
be painful to do so. The easy-go­ 
ing parent 
may

5. Never permit children to use 
roller skates, coaster wagons or bi­ 
cycles 
without supervision 
until 
they have dem onstrated their abil­ 
ity to use such 
articles 
carefully 
and safely.
